store rates to-day woro telegraphed by tho 
general managers to their subordinates yester- 
day afternoon. 
So far as can be learned the 


agreement doon not provide for the division of 
business to and from 
competitive points. 


Each road is to tako all the business it ean ob- 
tain at any point, but at the faame miss as its 
competitor or competitors. Any cutting of 
rates is to bo punished by a tice of $f>(X) for 
each offense. 
Tho negotiations are unani- 


mous iu the assertion that the agreement 
contains 
nothing 
about 
territorial

or 
limits. They 
conlino

statement that the agree- 


ment waa simply to restore and maintain rates. 
There is a reason for believing, however, that 
more haa been accomplished by the conference 
than was embodied in the foi'ma! contract to 
restore; and maintain rates, if, in fact, that is 
all the agreement contains.

THE STUELA TRIAL. 


Remarkable Speeches for the Prosecu- 


tion and Defense. 


One of the Jury Applaud.3 at the 


Close of Trade's Speech. 


CHICAGO, Deo. 14. 


In bin speech for tlie defense Mr. Trade re- 


ferred to the question of sclf-dt-fense, in r-on- 
nection with which ho apprehended tlie court 
would instruct the jury that the previous 
quarrola of tho defendant and Charles Stilos 
woro to Ixi considered aa tending to prove the 
claim made by tho defense that on the mum- 
ing of tho homicide aho had cause for fear of 


- Charles Stiles, as for moru than live years his 
treatment had been ono uiiljroken series of 
tickings, assaults, and all kinds of brutality. 
Sho had lived in habitual fear and alarm of 
Charles Stilos. That nlie continued to live with 
him, and give him money, could not bo ex - 
plained, except aa it was explained By Dr. 
Schmidt, tlmt hor mind wnb diseased. Mr. 
Trudo proceeded to review tho evidence us to 
StUes'H brutality, passing over thu testimony 
of each witness in tho order it was given. 
What agency drovo hor to the Palmer house 
ou tlie morning of July 10 no ono know, but 
that ho choked her and committed the fir.it 
overt act no reasonable man could doubt. 
Aud when there was an absence- of motive for 
Much ft deed, there was always likely '.o be dis- 
ease of tho mind—morbid insanity, ;is ono of 


• tho doctors termed. 
Nor was thero any mo- 


tivo impelling her to live with Charles Stiles, 
except an idiotic, dog-liko lovo, cling!!!!,' as she 
did around a man who had nothing tor her but 
words of unkiudnesB and acts of brutality-—a 
morbid lovo that was evidence of a diseased 
mind. 
Continuing his recital, Mr. Trade re- 


counted tho acts of brutality testified to by 
Officer Domars, Lient. Haven, aud William 
Pinkorton, and, looking toward Mrs. Stiles, ho 
continued: '•Lot me right hero remark that it 
woro better for parents to teach their children 
morals and cultivate their hearts rather than 
their brains in this present generation. 
Vi'o 


would then luivo fewer libertinoi and more vir- • 
ttious women." 


"This man waged his warfare all th-> time on 


this woman. 
'Thu morn f thump her, the 


morp sho likes mo'—thono were his very 
words," continued Mr. Trudo, who proceeded 
to compare him to Sir Walter Scott's picture 
of Buckingham, in 'Tevorilof tho Peak,'' who, 
by tho way, was not a member of the Owl 
club. "Ho knew she had a heart alive to hu- 
man feeling, and all tho way through hor 
story I asked hor for names, dates and cir- 
cumstanced, so that if sho was r.ot tciling the 
truth, the Danites of prosecution could go out 
and hunt it up. 
But it was true—too true to 


bo contradicted. 
Was her act of taking a lit- 


tln boy from tho afreets and sending him to 
school tho act of a cypi-iauV" a!id looking to- 
ward Mrs. Stiles, as if to compare the.pr.rpo.se 
of her prosonce with tho charitable act of the 
defendant, Mr. Trudo described her an a Svo- 
man who sitH here with malice on her face and 
forgets tho divine words: 'Vengeance is mine;

Churlos Btilos had taken the defendant to Car- 
rie Watson's, where ho was not only making 
merchandise of his own honor, but was willing 
to make money off tho want of honor on her 
part. Her compensation was all passed over 
to him. 
"And what wore her surrounding^";1" 


Mkod Mr. Trudo, as ho proceeded to portr.iy 
tho relations which Gone, '"Chinny," liobin.son, 
and tho other members of tho Stiles family 
with tho defendant, and to tell how thev hail 
been supported by tho money sho earned. 
"And where in the iiaine of justice, are ail 
theao persons? and why docs the state's attor- 
ney not bring them 
here 
as witnesses:"' 


Tho fact is that tho wholo family had f a t - 
tened ou tho earnings of tliU.woir.au, and 
not ono of thorn dared to come to tho court- 
room ar.d deny it. The truth must bo told in 
tho interest of his client, and ho could not help 
tho presence of the mother, who was there for 
vengeance, not for justice. 
She belongn to 


another ago and should stand on tho steps of 
the Koinnn capital where Tarqnin reigned. 
Sho knows full well what this woman has 
suffered, and yet no tears fall from her eves. 
Ho proeeoded to arraign the mother in vio'leiu 
language as the representative 
of malice, 


Latrod and ill-will, aud the son IIH :i libertine

Tlie testi- 
mony of Baldis Kyorsou, tho folegraph boy, 
was put in his mouth by ono of the Danites of 
tho prosecution, ho said, and was so contra- 
dicted by other witnesses that it had nu basis 
upon which to stand. 


Afr. Trudo reviewed tho evidence of the 


medical exports at length, and argued lhat 
while five eminent physicians had given con- 
sistent testimony that tho defendant wns in- 
sane, tho exports for tho protccution had not 
only disagreed with each other but contra- 
dicted themselves.

The able 
counsel for tho accused began his case with n 
charge against the prosecution, and denounced 
ii.i -n outrage the presence of :lio widow at the 
trial.
